Football Summary 

Starting the season with only three veterans. Coach Sherman built up a team 
that, although defeated by a technicality in the rules, won most of her games on 
the playing held. To build a line around two men is no small task, but Sherman 
did so with remarkable success. The Pink and Green line held its own with 
every forward wall it played against and its defensive in the city series enabled 
us to pull out of some tight places. 

This year's team was one of the hardest fighting aggregations that ever repre- 
sented North High on the football held and their every victory was well earned. 
Although we had to forfeit every game that we won, the team deserves much 
credit for their hard work during the season. 

Due to an unfortunate error North played an ineligible man in every game of the 1924 
season, this player having eight semesters of secondary school work. Since the Iowa State 
Athletic Association rules state definitely that a violation of this rule causes the forfeiture 
of all games in which the violation occurred, all the games were forfeited. 

This is a clerical mistake for which no one is directly to blame and for that reason the 
Oracle has taken the liberty of relating the games as if nothing had occurred. 

NORTH 21— GUTHRIE CENTER 0 

North opened the season by defeating Guthrie Center at home. This was the first 
game for most of the team and in spite of that handicap they turned home the Guthrie 
Center team of almost wholly experienced players minus a scalp. 

NORTH 0— MARSHALLTOWN 7 

North received her first defeat at the hands of Marshalltown. Failing to defeat this 
ancient rival, they did their best and succeeded in making them play real football to get 
the seven points. 

NORTH 7— PERRY 0 

With a backfield of substitutes North defeated Perry High School, although it took 
the regulars to make the score. This game, coming between two city series games might 
have proved disastrous if any players had l>een hurt. 

NORTH 9— EAST 4 

North defeated their ancient rivals from Lee Township in a hard fought game, making 
all the scores for both sides by a touchdown and a field goal for our nine points and two 
touchbacks for East's four points. The game was the hardest fought game of the series 
and the Bears deserved to win from the team they later tied with for the city series. 

NORTH 21-COLFAX 7 

On September 27 the North High gridders, playing the same brand of footl>alt that 
marked North's victory the preceding Saturday, romped over the Colfax pig skin chasers 
by a 21-7 score. Colfax's loot score was made by a fifty-yard run back of a punt for a 
touchdown. The playing of North's line was the feature of the game. 

NORTH 0— DAVENPORT 19 

Dame Fortune double crossed us for the second time on Octo1>er 11 and the North High 
Bruins lost to Davenport by a 19-0 score. On about the second play of the game a Davenport 
back sneaked through the line and romped thirty yards unmolested for a touchdown. This 
play seemed to demoralize North's gridders and they failed to get going. 




NORTH 7— ROOSEVELT 3 

In the first of the city series games North High showed Roosevelt that we knew what 
we were talking about. Early in the second quarter, Roosevelt worked the ball down to 
our ten-yard line where their backs failed to gain, due to the embraces of the North linesnu n. 
On the fourth down they attempted a drop kick, which was successful. 

Coming back for the second half, the Polar Bears played unbeatable football. Late in 
the third quarter North placed the ball on Roosevelt's six-inch line, and on the first play 
of the last quarter Downs broke through for a touchdown. The game ended with the 
score 7-3, our favor. 



NORTH 0— WEST 6 

Playing our last game of the season and playing for the title of city champions, North 
High's sterling football team was defeated by the West High warriors on the Stadium field 
November 8 by a 6-0 score. The defeat was totally unexpected and was partly due to the 
absence of Henry Downs from the North lineup. 

In the second quarter, after a long march down the field, West High's efforts were 
rewarded by a touchdown. The score acted as a stimulant to the Bruins who outfought the 
West boys throughout the rest of the game. However, they lacked the necessary drive and 
so failed to tie the score. After West's touchdown the playing of our team was nearly 
perfect. 



THE SECOND TEAM 

There is one group of men who go through the football season unmentioned — almost 
unheard of. These are the men on the second team. Out for practice every night — taking 
the hard knocks handled them by the first team — they always come up smiling. The second 
team is invaluable in the amount of work that they do — building and hardening the game of 
the first string men. Also the second team men of this year often develop so much that they 
are the first string men of next year. 

This year for the first time, the second teams of the city highs engaged in a second 
team championship, with the result that North and Roosevelt tied for the honor. North 
won two out of three starts — losing to Roosevelt by a 7-0 score, and defeating East 7-0, 
West 6-0, and Lincoln Junior 15-12. 

The men who played on the second team this year were Bolyard, Robertson, Robinson, 
Snelson, Boekce, Hon, Gunnar, Muto, McGuire, Fail and John Clarke. 



Basketball 

Basketball has taken great strides toward popularity in recent years, and is 
now second only to football in the sports of the high school. It became a major 
sport in the Des Moines High Schools in 1922. 

Again this year, in the games between the city high schools, there will be 
six teams, four composed of upper classmen and chosen according to their ability, 
and two composed of freshmen chosen in a similar manner. These six teams, 
"A," M B, M M Q W "D," in the seniors and "A" and "B" in the freshmen, will play 
a double round robin with the other high schools. 

North has several players of the two championship varsity teams back again 
this year. Boyce, Downs, Fail, and Simpson are the veterans from the "A" team 
while Gunnar survives from the 44 B" team. With these as a backbone, North is 
expected to duplicate last year's performances, winning the city title. 



Golf 



Mr. Jencks, golf coach, is a graduate of the University of Wisconsin in the 
1910 class. He came to North High from East High of Des Moines, where he 
taught Commercial Law. He has also taught in Colorado University. Mr. Jencks, 
a fine golfer himself, has the rare faculty of being able to impart his knowledge 
of the game to others. North High is very fortunate, indeed, to secure the service 
of Mr. Jencks as a golf coach. 

Due to the great interest in the game, golf has been progressing very rapidly in North 
High. This was clearlv proven in the golf tournaments this fall. Although handicapped 
by the loss of two regulars from the golf team the men who represented North in the 
"Roval and Ancient" gave all opposing teams stiff competition. 

* The first match was played against East High on the Waveland links. The runner-ups 
for the state championship garnered the most points and came off with a 16-8 win. 

The second match was against West High. The North golfers were too much for 
the farmer state champs and came off with a 20-4 win. 

In the last match of the season the North golf team lost to Roosevelt, present state 
champions, in a hard fought match by a 20-4 score.

Girls' Gym Teacher 

Miss Howard, the girls' capable gym 
teacher, received her training at the Bridge- 
water, Massachusetts, Normal School in 
1916 and 1919, This was a Junior High 
School course. Then she taught at Shurtliff 
Junior High School at Chelsea, Massachu- 
setts. She was not only a teacher of physi- 
cal education there but also of U. S. History 
and Geography. During the summers of 
1920 and 1921 she took a course in physical 
education at Harvard. During the school 
year she attended Boston University and 
took U. S. History and Foreign Relations. 
From September, \ { )22, until June, 1924, 
she attended the Teachers' College at Colum- 
bia University and received there her B. S. 
degree in physical education. 

Miss Howard's aim for every North 
High School girl is to make each one as 
beautiful as she is capable of being. This 
is a lofty aim, and the girls are helping and 
trying to succeed. Miss Howard expects to accomplish this by recreational work 
in her classes, and by hygienic instruction in the use of showers. She wants the 
girls to form good health habits and always to wear their uniform when taking 
physic*] education work. She wants more of the girls to join the G. A. A. and 
thus get better training, and then to remember that "cleanliness is next to godliness."

The Girls 1 Athletic Association 

The Girls' Athletic Association has been working long and strenuously this 
semester. The officers for this semester, which were elected last May, are: 

President, Geraldine Ratliff; Vice-President, Florence Treloar ; Secretary, 
Florence Smith ; Council Members : Lois Gustin, Helen Bosley, Phylis Mongar, 
and Helen Hazel wood. 

When the Association was organized a little over a year and a half ago, it 
was primarily a school organization. It had its own rules and regulations and 
was managed accordingly. Then the State Association was formed and the 
derision was made to merge into that. So the present organization is an entirely 
different one from that which was first formed. 

Much has been accomplished this semester. There are over one hundred 
fifty members in the G. A. A. There are sixteen different divisions in which 
points may be earned. They are: Hiking, Baseball, Volley Ball, Gymnasium, 
Training Rules, Swimming, Bicycling, Soccer, Track, Horseback Riding, Folk 
Dancing, Captain Ball, Ice Skating, Golf, Tennis, and Coasting. Mr. Jencks has 
charge of the Golf, and Mr. Hutchins, Tennis; the rest of the activities are 
divided up among the Faculty members. 

Two years or more of continuous work is usually required to win a mono- 
gram. The points awarded are few and difficult to earn. For instance, only 
five points are allowed in Hiking for ninety miles in twelve weeks. In swimming, 
a thirty-foot plunge allows only two points, with one point for each additional 
three feet. For swimming eleven lengths of the pool, or two hundred twenty 
vards, either the crawl, breast, side, or back stroke, using only one of these 
strokes the whole distance, nine points are earned. The largest number of points 
that mav be won at a single time is fifty. This is awarded when the girl passes 
the Senior American Red Cross Life Saving Test, but the points in this division 
may not be repeated and swimming can only accord fifty points out of a possible 
one hundred sixty for each award. 

There are three school awards; for fifty points— a G. A. A. pin with the 
"N" ^uard; for one hundred fifty— an arm insignia; for three hundred points— 
a school monogram. North High is the only school that has a Standard Pin and 
it is going to be adopted by all the schools in Des Moines. 

In every Des Moines High School, a Girls' Athletic Association has been 
formed. 

The Girls' Athletic Association at North is working ver\ successfully. The 
girls are all enthusiastic and willing to put forth their best efforts. That is what 
brings results. 

The first awards ever given to girls were given at the pep assembly before 
the North-Kast game. Miss Howard, the gym teacher, gave the awards of G. 
A. A. pins to the following girls : Helen Bosley, Anna Mary Clark, Lois Gustin. 
Helen Hazelwood, Alberta Lawson, Phylis Mongar, Vera Moore, Jerry Ratliff, 
Florence Smith, GnKX Summers and Florence Treloar. The graduates last June 
who received pins were Bessie Sands, Eunice Cook, and Viola Burton. There 
will be several more to receive pins at the end of this season.
